These were the general features of that organization, for the 
support and management of the Methodist Protestant Book 
Concern and the publication of the Methodist Protestant. at 
Baltimore. | 
— Your Committee is of opinion that it iS a eres of a 
Convention of Conferences of the Methodist Protestant Church. 

After the division of the property as above stated. in 1854, 
that owned by the Annual Conferences, North and West, was 
kept intact, and under their control the publication of the 
Methodist Recorder was continued. 

These Conferenves continued, by order of General Conven- 
tions as the Methodist Protestant Church until the year 1866, 
when in General Convention assembled they changed their 
name, adopting that of the Methodist Church, and their Gene- 
ral Conference continued the control of the Book Concern and 
Methodist Recorder. These interests were afterwards managed 
through Editors and Boards of Publication appointed by the 
General Conference of ithe Methodist Church. Their location 
was in the State of Ohio, and the charter by which they held 
their property was granted by that State. In 1871, the General 
Conference of the Methodist Church, which met in Pittsburg, 
appointed its Board of Publication, and ordered the Book 
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be chosen by ballot as Delegates to the Ecumenical Conference 
to sit in City Roads Chapel, London, in August, 1831. _ 
We further recommend that the President of this Confer- 
ence have authority to fill all vacancies that may occur. 
4th. We recommend that this General Conference sh all 
authorize the Executive Committee of the Methodist Protestant 
Church to ascertain the necessary amount of traveling expenses, 
both for themselves and the Delegates, and apportion the same 
is pro rata among the Annual Conferences. 
5th. That the Secretary of this General Conference be in- 
structed to forward the names and post office addresses of the 
Executive Committee and Representatives, and the action of 
this Conference to Rev. A. C. George, D. D., Secretary of 
Joint Committee of Correspondence, Parkersburg, W. Va.

This Convention adopted a plan of operations for the con- 
tinuance of the Book Concern, and the publication of the 
Methodist Protestant and other publications. It provided for 
procuring a new Act of incorporation from the State of Mary- 
“i land, and a repeal of the old charter under which they had 


held the part of the property retained at Baltimore after the 
division.

The union of churches, whereby two or more form one ig 
no anomaly in this country; when it embraces all the socie- 
ties composing the bodies, 1t carries all their church property 
with them. Were this not the case we would be in a sad con- 
dition. All our churches and parsonages, acquired in what 
was known as the bounds of the Methodist Church, and held 
by title, by agents for the use of that Church, since its forma- 
tion up to the time of union, would be waits without an owner; 
and so with the Methodist Recorder and Book Concern. | 
. But your Committee is of the opinion that all the property, 
real and personal, and franchises, owned by the Methodist 
Church, is now owned by the Methodist Protestant Church, — 
and is held by the same right, and for the same use,—that is, 
if held by a station or circuit, it still belongs to the station 
or cireuit; if by an Annual Conference, or a General Confer- 
ence, it is still owned and controlled by the Annual Conference 
or this General Conference, which stands in the place of the 
two General Conferences which it supercedes. 

‘In view of the fact that the Board of Publication, having in 
charge the Methodist Recorder and Book Concern at Pitts- 
burg, are prepared to submit a full report of their condition ; 
we deem it unnecessary to say anything: about the finances of

In January, 1872, a charter of incorporation, according to 


the laws of the State of Pennsylvania was obtained, whereby 
the members of the Board of Publication of the Methodist 
Church, and their successors in office, were constituted a body 


politic, by the name of the Board of Publication of the Metho-— 


dist Church. 
The Board of Publication, under its Charter, has the control 


of all the property of the Book Concern of the Methodist 


Church, and holds it in trust for the benefit of the Church. 


This Board. for its action, is responsible to the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Church. 


It has power to fill vacancies in its own ‘bots, or in the office 


of Editor and Publisher, in the interval of General Conference, 


and the Board itself is elected by the seneral Conference 
under the law of the Church. 


It will be seen at once that the Methodist Recorder and Book 


Concern At Pittsburg were specifically the property of the 
Methodist Chu rch, and entirely under the control of the 


The General Vonference of the Methodist Church i in 1875, 
elected the present Board of Publication, Se. Their election 
was for four years, or until their successors are elected. 


In 1876 and 1877 all the Annual Conferences of the Methodist 


Protestant Church and the Methodist Churches i in the United 
States, at their annual meetings united in a call for a Conven- 


tion, and elected delegates to meet in Baltimore in 1877, to 


form a union of the churches. 


The delegates met in convention pursuant to call, and by 
their action the two sections of Annual Contterbiines which 
separated in effect in 1854, became one Church. This Con- 


vention, which consummated the union, having General Con- — 


ference powers, continued the Board of Publication, | and the— 
‘Editor and Publisher of the Methodist Recorder in office until 
this General Conference, and also continued the Methodist

expression of sentiments consonant with hearts loving or 


seeking God, should have their proper place in the new hymn 


book. Bi siistih pronounced sterling by mankind, and bearing 
the stamp of genius, should not be mutilated; aud no altera- 
tions should be made but with great caution. 

Old and familiar tunes should be largely used, and the 
introduction of new hymns and tunes should be after creat 


consideration. We would recommend that this General Con- 


ference elect a Committee of fifteen, who shall have the whole 
matter in charge. The consent, in writing, of two-thirds of 
said Committee shall be necessary to secure the insertion of 
any hymn or tune in the new book. “ 
We would further recommend that our pastors everywhere, 
correspond with this Committee, informing them of any hymns 
or tunes in use in their respective localities, which for years 
have been used and have not worn out, but Which still retain 
their popularity. 


We also recommend, that the Board of Publication have 


authority to print and publish one or more editions In such— 


‘style as may be agreed upon, provided that the consent of two- 
thirds of said Committee be received thereto, and. that if 


possible, not more than one year be occupied in the prepara- 


— tion and publication thereof. The book to be called ‘The 
He Methodist Protestant Hymn Book.” 


The Board of Publication is authorized, if found ssceliaah 
to publish an edition without notes.

The cause of Missions is the cause of Christ, our Redeemer, 


, ‘whose life is the pattern of all who shall follow after Him to~ 


the end of time. He says to His Ministers, “Go ye therefore 
into all the world, and preach the gospel to every creature.” 


The Macedonian call, “come over and help us,” has been heard 


by our whole Ch arch, from both our home and foreign work. 


The great Head of the Church is calling us with a voice of 


tenderness and authority to enter more fully and more earnestly 
into the great harvest of our Lord, and assist the other branches 
of the Church of Christ, who are doing nobly, to evangelize 
the world. The reports of our Corresponding Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Board of Missions, which are both full and 
satisfactory, give us abundant evidence of the fact that the 


Methodist Protestant Church has, in the past, fallen far short. 


of doing her full duty in missionary work. 


The contributions of the Church ought to have been more 
each year than they have been in four years. It is the opinion | 
of your Committee that from fifteen to twenty thousand dol- 


lars ought to be raised annually, and placed at the disposal 


of the Board. We are confident that the Church would be 


r better spiritually, and none the worse financially, if they 


would greatly increase their contributions to support the cause 


in which our Saviour shed His most precious blood. The 


Board has, we believe, done the best it could with the limited 


means at its disposal. The Corresponding Secretary has 
worked faithfully and earnestly in the field assigned him. 
Under the direction of his labors in visiting the various Annual 


Conferences, and through the “‘ Methodist Protestant Mission- 


ary,” the missionary spirit has been greatly improved, but 
there remains much to be done in the Same direction before 
the scriptural standard of contributing is filled. 


The continuance of a traveling agency is, we think, a neces- 


sity in view of holding the ground already gained, ana j in view 
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provided for the purpose, and report separately to dda Board 
and the General Conference. _ 

Section 4. The Board, at its annual meeting, shall estimate 
the amount of funds required for Home and Foreign Missions, 
and shall apportion the same to the several Annual Confer- 
ences according to their respective ability, and the Corres- 
ponding Secretary shall send to the Presidents immediately, 
and to the Conferences at their annual Sessions, the amounts 
thus apportioned, which shall be laid before the same by the 
Presidents thereof, and apportioned to the several stations, 
circuits and missions, and the funds collected shall be for- 
warded under the direction of the Annual Conferences to the 
Treasurer of the Board. | 

Section 5. The Board shall not make appropriations, or 
contract debts in excess of the funds already in the Treasury, 

Section 6. It shall be the official duty of pastors to preach 
at least one sermon annually on the subject of missions at each 
appointment on their respective charges, and to secure contri- 
‘butions, which shall be equally divided between Home and 
Foreign Missions; provided, that individual contributors may 
direct the application of their contributions. 

Section 7. The Sabbath Schools of the Church shall be 
recognized as Juvenile Missionary Societies, with the provision — 
(1) That the officers of each School shall be the officers of 

each Society, when not otherwise ordered by the School. . 

(2) A collection shall be taken quarterly or oftener in each 
School; the proceeds to be sent to the Board of Missions. - 

(3) It shall be the duty of pastors and Supettarenmenie to 
further these interests. 


ARTICLE VI. 


We recognize the awa Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Methodist Protestant Church,” located in Pittsburg, Pa., 
as one of the permanent agencies of the Church, and recom- 
mend that Branch Societies of the same be ees taal in all 
our Annual Conferences, and Auxiliaries in all our stations, 
circuits and missions wherever practicable ; provided, that said 
Societies, in their method for raising funds, shall in no way 
interfere with the collections to be taken in the Churches 
and Sabbath Schools for the Board of Missions.

who came properly recommended and were up to the standard 
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The report of Committee on Ministerial Education was taken | 
up by items, and then adopted as a whole, as sia 


The Committee on Ministerial Education respectfully report, 
that after earnest consideration of the subject, and careful 
examination of the documents referred to them, they are con- 
vineed of the necessity and importance of continued and. 
increased interest on the part of the Methodist Protestant 
Church at large in the work of aiding young men who seem to 
be called of God, in preparing for the solemn and responsible 
duties of the Christian Ministry. While we admit that it is 


not in the power of man to determine with absolute certainty 


who are suitable persons thus to be assisted, we believe it is — 
possible, by proper inquiry and investigation, to avoid any 
serious mistake in the selection of such persons; and your | 
Committee are of the opinion that the plan now pursued by — 
the Board of Ministerial Education is wise and well guarded. 
It is therefore earnestly suggested that the authorities of the 
Annual Conferences-should be very careful to comply strictly 
in every case with the requirements of the Board, and that the 
authorities of the Colleges should not allow the beneficiaries, 
at any time, to lose sight of the conditions upon which they 
receive aid. We would also suggest, that all our Churches 
should direct all their contributions for the support of young 
men preparing for the ministry through the regular channel of 
the Board. 

Your Committee would recommend that the following items 
from the Report of the Board , Submitted to the Conference and 
referred to us, should be idopted by the Conference and 
published in the Minutes, inasmuch as these items set forth, 7 


a condensed form, all that the Church needs to know of i. 
finances of the Board. \ 


Item 1. “ Referring to the report made to the General 
Conference at Princeton, in 187 Oo, We find that this Board was 
then in the following condition Spaneiaiie, 
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they have settled with the Board by giving their obligagions 
for the money received, and some of them are in process of | 


paying it back. Most of them spent several years in the 


Ministry in our Church. The number of young men educated 


at Western Maryland College who have entered the Ministry 
of the Methodist Protestant Church, and are now active 
pastors, is eighteen. 


Your Committee heartily endorse the forcible words of the 
Agent, that “while it is admitted that many able and useful 


men are found in all our Conferences who did not have the | 


advantages of college training, and in some cases it will still 
be wise for the Conferences to receive men who may not have 
had such training, it must be clear to all that with the facilities 
now at hand, and the aid the Church is prepared to give, there 


ean be no necessity for any able-bodied, sound-minded and 


good-hearted young man entering the Ministry without that 
full preparation, which is demanded by the present age, and 
by the circumstances under which we live. The Church should 
take the position that the first call of the Divine Master, to 


those who are to work in His vineyard, is the call to prepare 
thoroughly for the work.” 


Your Committee would respectfully recommend a few altera- 


tions and additions to the Constitution and By-Laws of the 


Board of Ministerial Education, as follows: 


1. That Art. I, of the Constitution be amended so as to 
read thus :— 

The General Conference shall elect by ballot at each iin. 
nial Session a Board of eight members and a Corresponding 
Secretary; one member shall be chosen from the Faculty of 


Adrian, and one from the Faculty of Western Maryland Col- 
lege; and all shall be members in good standing of the Metho- _ 
dist Protestant Church, and amenable to the General Confer- e 


ence for their official acts as members of this Board. 


2. That Art. Ly See. 3, read as follows: 

(1.) “To dabeoenine the amount of salary to be paid the 
Corresponding Secretary; provided, however, that in case it 
should be found expedient for him to labor partly in behalf of 

anyother general interest of the Church, the amount of salary 
and other expenses incurred, shall be paid by the two Boards 
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of education fixed by the General Conference of 1875. These _ 


number eighteen in all. Hight are now in the work of the 
Ministry. One withdrew on account of sickness. Nine yet 


remain on the roll of beneficiaries—four at Adrian College, 


and five at Western Maryland College.” 

The Board, in closing their report say: 

‘¢We feel that our work and the aid supplied by the Church 
will effect but little unless those preparing for the ministry 
receive thorough theological training, either at Adrian or 
Westminster, or in a school established for that purpose.” On 
the subject your Committee are gratified in being able to state 
that both at Adrian and W estminster, measures have been 
adopted by which the Colleges will, for the future, provide to 
such extent as they can for special theological training; and 


- your Committee think it would not be advisable at present to 


attempt the organization of a distinct Seminary of Theology. 


We would, however, earnestly recommend that beneficiaries of. 


the eel of Ministerial Education be aided for a sufficient 


number of years to enable them to avail themselves of all the 


theological instruction our Colleges afford. 


Your Committee cannot too highly express their feeling of 


gratification in view of the success which has attended the 
faithful labors of the Corresponding Secretary of the Board, 
the Rev. J. B. Walker, who has been pursuing the work under 
the direction and counsel of the Board, according to the re- 


quirements of the Constitution. From his report we learn 
that from the time the organization of the Board, at Spring- 


field, Ohio, January 19th, 1866, up to the time of ‘he re-union 
of the Methodist Protectant Chureh in May, 1877, the princi- 
pal part of the work of the Board was done in the Northern 


and Western Conferences, and mainly in connection with 


Adrian College. But during the same time similar work was 


being done in the Southern Conferences, and especially in the : 


Maryland Conference in connection with Western Maryland 
College. 


‘During the fourteen years, the Board of Ministerial nines, 
tion has enrolled seventy beneficiaries. Of these thirty-five 


are now in the Ministry of the Methodist Protestant Church, 


and six in the Ministry of other denominations. Four have 
deceased, and twelve are yet in the Colleges. Of the six now 
connected with other religious portion, it is proper to say that 
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6. That the By-Laws be so amended as to read as follows: 
Section 1. All aid afforded to young men shall be in the 
form of a loan, without interest, to be refunded to the Board 
by the party receiving it, at the rate of ten (10) per cent. of the 
amount of salary received per annum after he enters the active 
work of the ministry. 
Section 2. Every beneficiary of the Board shall be required, 
before entering the college, to enter into a written agreement 
with the Board obligating maine to ata with the foregoing 
requirements. 
Section 3. No person shall be received who does not give 
good evidence of capacity for the acquisition of knowledge. 
He must be sixteen years of age, or over, and must have been 
a member of the Methodist Protestant Church, in good stand- 
ing, for at least one year, and after being properly recom- 
mended must pass an examination by the examining commit- 
tee of the Board, either at Adrian or Westminster College. 
Section 4. If any young man wishes to avail himself of the 
ald of this Board, he must apply to his Pastor, and through 
him obtain a recommendation properly signed from the Quar- 
terly Conference of the Church of which he is a member, which. 
he must present to the next session of the Annual Conference 
in the bounds of which he resides, to be examined by a Com- 
mittee of that body, and if approved by said a eamacor to be 
favorably reported to the Conference. 
The Conference, before taking a vote on the question of 
accepting the applicant shall, through its presiding officer, 
require answers to be made in open Conference to the following 
questions: 
1. What is your religious experience and your motive in 
seeking admittance to the Ministry of the Gospel? 
2, Is it your purpose, both while you are a student and 
after your reception into the Ministry, not only to abstain from 
all immoral practices, but’also to avoid all levity of speech and — 
conduct that tend to bring a reproach upon the Ministry? = 
3. Have you read the Constitution and Discipline of the 
Methodist Protestant Church, and do you accept its Articles 
of Religion, and approve its Ecclesiastical Polity? 
4. Do you promise, should your theological views undergo 
a change, so that you shall find yourself no longer in accord 
with the Methodist Protestant Church, to withdraw from it in 
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thus served, in such wteiati as may be agreed upon by 
said Boards. 

(2.) To suspend or remove him from office for just cause; 
and if from any cause the office become vacant, to fill it until 
the succeeding General Conference. If the Secretary be sus- 
pended, he shall have right of te to General Conference. 


3, That Art. IV, Sec. 6, read thus:— 
The Executive Committee shall meet at least once a quarter, 


‘&e., provided that when any member of the Board shall be 


present he shall be entitled to vote; and also provided, that 


the Executive Committee may at any time call a special meet 


ing of the Board. 


4, That Art. V, read thus: 


The Corresponding ‘Secretary shall conduct the General 
Correspondence of the Board, and shall devote himself faith- 
fully to promote the educational interests under its care. He 
shall present the claims of the cause as extensively as possible 
to the entire denomination by correspondence and visitation. 
He shall visit each of the Colleges, where students are being 


aided by the Board, at least once a year, and take a proper 
interest in their lial and general welfare. He shall — 


report quarterly to the Executive Committee or the Board, the 


results of his work, and shall be amenable to the Board for the 
performance of ie duties herein set forth; but shall ultimately 


report to and be amenable to the Gensel Conference. He 
shall also be recognized by the several Annual Conferences as 


the authorized Agent of the General Conference, silts a 
nam to represent the interest of this cause. 


‘5. That Art. IV, Sec. 10 read as foowa: 
All assistance rendered beneficiaries by the Board shall be in 


~ the form of a loan without interest, to be returned to the Board | 


atthe rate of ten per centum of the gross amount of salary 


received annually after they shall have entered the ministry. 


In case any person thus aided fails within a reasonable time 
after leaving college to enter and continue in the Ministry of 
the Methodist Protestant Church, unless providentially hin- 
dered, the entire amount of money loaned him by the Board 


shall ‘thes become due, with interest from the time it was 
received. 
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First year, not more than 8100.00 


Third and each subsequent year....... 150.00 


_ The Board holds that a young man who has the talent and 
energy necessary to success in the ministry, will not come to 


college the first year totally dependent on the Church, but 


will be able, to some extent, to help himself. As his own 
resources diminish, the Hoar will increase its appropriation, 


if necessary, but not to exceed $150. wis 
The Board is determined to exercise greater caution in the 
reception of candidates for the ministry, and will not take 


under its care any one who does not come up fully to the 
standard fixed by this General Conference; nor will it retain 


under its care any one who fails to comply with the By-Laws 
adopted by the Board for the government of beneficiaries. 


Your Committee would also recommend that any beneficiary — 


helped by this Board shall be required to return to the Confer- | 


ence by which he was recommended to the Board, and remain 
not less than five years, unless released by the concurrent 


action of the Conference and this Board, or unless he refund 


the money received. 

The Committee recommend that the accompanying state- 
ment of the Treasurer of the Board, from July Ist, 1874, to 
May, 1880, be adopted and published in the Minutes of the 
General Conference; and that the Constitution and By-Laws 
of the Board be published in the Discipline.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE RELATION 


OF CHILDREN TO THE CHURCH. 


Your Committee call attention to the fact that the Constitu- 
tion defines the relation of the children of our members to the 


Church. 


We recommend that the following item be added to the 


chapter on “‘ Admission of Members,” Discipline, page 24. 
3. Infant children belong to the kingdom of heaven, and are, — 


therefore, members of the Church of Christ. The infant 
children of our members, upon receiving baptism, shall be en- 


rolled as probationary members of our Church, and shall .be 

taught and watched over as the lambs of the flock, with a 

_ view to their confessing Christ publicly, as soon as their know- 
ledge and experience shall enable them to do so. 


The Report of the Committee on Obituaries was adopted as 
follows: | 


— Your Committee ¢ on Obituaries beg leave to make the follow- 


ing partial report: 
ALEXANDER CLARK, D. D. 


Distinguished as preacher, editor and representative, and 
who spent the brightest and best of his days as Editor of the 
Methodist Recorder and Sunday School publications of the 


Church, entered into rest at Atlanta; Ga., July 6, 1879, in the 
45th year of his age. 
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meetings in each sub-district every year, to be composed of.

Kach district meeting shall elect a Secretary, who shall keep 
a proper record of all its proceedings in a book or — pro- 
vided for the purpose. | 

We further recominend that item 28, on pages 46 and 47, of 
the present edition of the Discipline, be stricken out.

The Committee on Catechism respectfully report: 

1. They have had submitted to them a system of catecheti- 
cal instruction of Rev. J. A. Spence, of Alabama, which bears

5. Resolved, That total abstinence from alcoholic beverages i8 
the Bible rule of temperance ; and should be observed by 

every one who fears God, and stands identified with the 

Church of Christ.

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But when we begin to ask what are the practical results of 
this vast traffic upon the best interests of our people, to what 
extent it affects human happiness, and health, and life—how 
many victims are found in the drinking ranks, and how many 
thousands of drunkards are annually swept into dishonored 
eraves—we stand appalled! Figures cannot indicate the ex- 
tent of the = neither can human power conceive or 
describe it. 

In pointing out some of the evils of this bad business, we 
cannot forbear calling your attention to the now well estab- 
lished fact, that not merely the adulterations so largely used in 


liquors are known to be poisonous, but that alcohol itself is 


a potential poison ; and that when a man is intoxicated even 
by the purest of alcoholic liquors, he is, literally and truly, as 


the word “intoxicate” indicates, a poisoned man. We are © 
aware of the fact that many of those who favor the sale and | 
use of intoxicating beverages claim that the Bible sanctions 


their use. We cannot here present even an outline of the 
argument relating to Bible wines; but we are of the firm 


opinion that the word of God, rightly understood and honestly 


interpreted, does not afford the least support to this theory. 
It is enough for us to know and teach that inspiration com- 


-mImands us not even to look upon that which intoxicates, assur- 


ing us in the most solemn terms, that, “at the last, it biteth 
like a serpent, and stingeth like an adder.” 


Your Committee rejoice in every honest effort made to lessen 
the evils of the drink trafic, to secure its ultimate suppression, 


and to increase the number of pledged total abstainers in all 


parts of our country and of the world. And while we cannot 
endorse all the ideas and methods of modern temperance 


organizations, we thank Almighty God for the great good 
which has, undoubtedly, been effected by the Gospel temper- 
ance movement by the Woman’s National Christian Temper- 
ance Union; by the Temperance Orders; by many other 


societies we cannot here specify; and by the excellent publica- — 


tions of the National Temperance. Society, by whose agency 
450,000,000 pages of temperance literature have been ecirecu- 
lated. 

We desire to call special attention to the practical work of

_ Item 2. Your Committee take pleasure in reporting that 
the Western Maryland College seems to be in a highly pros- 


perous condition. The number of students has averaged one. 
hundred and ten for each year since the existence of the insti-. 


tution, and has graduated over seventy Students, many of 
whom are now filling important positions in society. It has 
also sent forth eighteen Ministers of the Gospel, who are 
engaged in the active work in connection with the Maryland 
Annual Conference. The graduating class for the present 
year numbers ten, and there are nine young men preparing for 
the Ministry of the Methodist Protestant Church, five of whom 


are receiving aid from the Board of Ministerial Education. 
The location of this College is considered one of the most — 


delightful, accessible and healthful locations any where to be 
found, and the course of study is complete. The corps of 
instructors is admitted to be equal in competency and efficiency 


to that of any College in the State, and the patrons of the © 


institution express the highest satisfaction with its manage- 
ment. Your Committee believe that the Methodist Protestant 


Chureh at large should foster this institution, and that among 


its students in the future there should be more than there have 
been in the past, from other States than Maryland, as well as 
from that State itself. 

The property of the College consists of a spacious edifice, 


five stories high, with ample accommodations for a large num- 


ber of students, and grounds embracing eight acres, allowing 
sufficient range for the exercise of students during the time 
not allotted to study. The finances of the College are in good 
condition. The current expenses are fully met by the.current 
receipts, and the debt upon the property will, it is believed, be 
entirely paid off in the course of another year, subscription 
notes having been obtained through the indefatigable exertions 


of the Rev. J. B. Walker, under the direction of the Trustees, 


mainly within the bounds ofthe Maryland Conference. Of 
the whole amount of subscriptions, which is $25,000, about 
$12,000 has already been paid. The estimated value of the 
entire property of the College, including buildings, grounds, 
furniture, apparatus, &c., is $35,000.

_ Item 1. Adrian College is located at Adrian, Michigan, 1s 
under the full control of the Methodist Protestant Church, © ae 
and the General Conference elects twenty-four members of its : 
Board of Trustees; six Trustees being chosen by the Alumni 2 
Association. The College has four fine buildings erected on a | 
plot of twenty acres, beautifully situated. Its outfit of furni- 
ture, fixtures, instruments and apparatus, and its able faculty 
of ten professors and teachers, have enabled those in charge of 
its administration to place it among the best Colleges of the 
land. We are proud of the high position to which it has 
attained, and feel that the Board of Trustees merit the hearty 
-idpemnats of this body by their efforts to complete the ff 
buildings, furnish the apartments and perfect the endowment. 
We desire also to mention, that in this direction the Trustees 
have had valuable assistance from the Ladies’ Committee, who 
have set a noble example of organization and successful work, 
worthy of imitation by the ladies of our Church, to create 
funds for the improvement of the College and the liquidation 
of its present indebtedness. Exclusive of the Endowment 
Fund the assets of Adrian College consists of property, furni- 
_ ture, apparatus and lands, valued at $135,000. Among the 


resources are the following :-—funds legal interest | 
$71,870; funds not now profitable, $30, 000. 
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tional influence ; and at the same time to be sufficiently liberal 
in spirit as to be without serious objection to those of other or 
no denomination, who may be willing to send their children 
there. We therefore commend to the favorable notice of our 
people, especially of the North- west, the La Harpe Seminary. 

Having submitted the above histotical and statistical state- 
ments in regard to the several institutions represented before 
us, your Committee would submit for your action-the follow- 
ing: 

5. While we regard the prosperity of our educational institu- 
tions as vital to our progress as a Church, we are specially im- 
pressed with the necessity of providing for religious education. 
The endowment of additional theological chairs in all our col- 
leges 1s a positive necessity, and should be provided for as 
soon as practicable. 

6. An annual contribntion for the benefit of our educational 
institutions should be made by a provision of discipline, the 
Annual Conference to decide to what institution, under the con- 
trol of our Church, this contribution should be appropriated. 
We recommend such a provision, and ten cents per member as, 
the minimum amount to be secured. 

7. The Church should sustain, not starve, its institutions. 
Brains are better than brick; and for our educators we should 
demand the best men, and give them a liberal support. What 
our colleges need to relieve them from, and keep them from 
debt should be contributed promptly. 

8. But the continuation of a policy which leads to a regular 
annual increase of debt is to be deprecated. The expenses of 
an institution and the number of instructors employed must be 
regulated by the provision made for its support. 

9. While we recognize the necessity of having a sufficient 
number of trustees conveniently near to the institution to act 
in every emergency, our judgment is against the election of the 
faculty or employees as members of the Board of Trustees. 
The President should however, ex officio, preside at the meet- 
ings of the Board. 

10. All Boards elected by the General Conference should 

report direct to this body, and should audit the reports of its 
Officers and agents before presentation to the General Confer- 
ence. 

Twelve Trustees are to be elected for Adrian College at ee 
present session. Your Committee are prepared to make nom- 
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Item 3. Your Committee would also invite attention to 
Yadkin College, an Institute of learning under the control of 
our Conferences in North Carolina, located in the town of 
Yadkin, Davidson County, N. C., nine miles from Lexington, 
a station on the N. C.R.R. The location is eminently a suita- 
ble one. favorable both to health and study; having a salu- 
brious climate, good society, and an exemption from tempta- 
tions to dissipation, and from causes of diversion from study. 
This College offers all the advantages to be found in institu- 


tions of similar grade. Co-education is a special feature. 


Yadkin, like all unendowed Institutions, has had its reverses 
and its success, and its hour of extreme peril, but the Commit- 


tee is happy to say, that under the efficient administration of 
Rev. S. Simpson, A. M., and his able coadjutors of the Faculty, 
this College is coming steadily to the front, and now occupies 


a position of hopefulness and promise. It is deemed pertinent 
to state, that in the town of Yadkin and vicinity capitalists 
will find considerable inducements to invest. This College is 
commended to your attention, with the hope that in the future 
it may put itself under General Conference control. 


IrEM 4. We take pleasure in calling the attention of our — 


people to La Harpe Seminary, located within the bounds of 


Northern Dlinois Conference, Methodist Protestant Church. 


_ La Harpe is a pleasant town of some 1200 inhabitants, located 

on the Toledo, Peoria and Warsaw Railroad, 18 miles south- 
east of Burlington, Iowa, and 24 miles from Bushnell, Illinois, 
and in a beautiful section of country, well improved. A fine 
brick building, 70 feet by 80 feet, and two stories high, (excly- 
sive of basement,) containing eleven rooms, which have been 


neatly furnished by the citizens of La Harpe; together with 


_ about four acres of ground is offered to-us as a church, on 
condition of our raising $1500 endowment fund, and about 
$2800 of a debt on the building, by September, 1882. 

A very successful school has been in operation for the last 
_ year under the control of Professor J. W. Cassell, with a full 

corps of assistants. A full course of study will be given. It 
1s designed to be a preparatory school for our colleges. 

It is now under the control and supervision of the North 
Illinois Conference ; and is intended to be everything that is"

The following Pastoral Address was presented by the Com- 
mittee appointed to prepare it, and signed by the President 
and Secretary, as per order of Conference. 


PASTORAL ADDRESS. 
Beloved Brethren: 


Three years have passed since the assembling of our Gen- 
eral Convention in Baltimore, at which the dissevered branches 
of our endeared spiritual family were happily re-united, never, 
we believe, to be separated again. This auspicious event will 
forever constitute the most important epoch in our history. 
It will be that which our children will speak of with kindling 
emotions of rapture and joy. We shall think of it, as did the 
Psalmist of a happy deliverance from captivity, “Then was — 
our mouth filled with laughter, and our tongue with singing.” | 
May no grievous cause of strife and division harm us more. 
Beloved brethren, “The Lord hath done great things for us, — 
whereof we are glad.” “Salvation hath God appointed unto 
Zion for walls and bulwarks.” How good the retrospect; how 
glorious the prospect. 

The General Conference sends forth its congratulations at 
the encouraging increase in our denomination, amounting to 
thousands of members, and to an augmentation of all our 
interests; churches have been erected in all our Conferences, 
and siters have been enlarged and improved, within the brief 
period intervening between the General Convention of 1877, 
and the General Conference now holding its sessions; the 
Church has been baptized with a new missionary spirit, receiv- 
ing as a legacy of faith a number of pupils in the Mission 
Schools of J span. We are glad to know that others have been - 
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4. The editor, publishing agent, college agent, and the cor- 
responding secretaries of the above-named Boards are, and 
they are hereby declared to be, ex officio, honorary members of 
the Annual Conferences which they may officially visit, so far 
as the general interests which they represent are concerned. 

5. These Boards, with their secretaries and agents, editors, 
publishers, and the presidents of our colleges, shall constitute 
the Annual Council of the Methodist Protestant Church, to 
meet annually in the month of July, unless otherwise deter- 
mined by the Annual Council. The President of the preced- 

ing General Conference shall also be a member, ew officio, of 
this meeting, and shall preside over its deliberations. 

6. It shall be the duty of all the Boards to report to this 
Annual Meeting the condition of the work under their care. 
This meeting shall also publish a condensed Annual Report of 
each of the Boards in one publication, for general distribution, 
the expenses of which shall be borne mutually by the several 
Boards. 

7. This meeting shall also arrange for the proper representa- 
tion of all the general interests to the respective Annual Con- 
ferences, at their annual meetings, giving all the necessary 
information in regard to the work of. each Board, respectively. 

8. It shall be the duty of the respective Boards to see that 
the several agents and secretaries perform their official duties — 
creditably, and shall have power to remove any agent or secre-_ 

_ tary, for incompetency or neglect of duty, and fill all vacancies 
created during the interim of the General Conference. 


9. Each Board shall report regularly to the Annual Council 


and to the General Conference the details of its work for 


publication and information. 


ITEM 12. ORGANIZATION OF GENERAL CONFERENCE. 
1. The President of the precedi 


ng Conference shall take the 
chair at the hour designated. 


2. The Presidents and Secretaries of the Electoral College aa 
shall, immediately after the adjournment of their respective i 
Colleges, forward to the Secretary of the General Conference, 
a certified list of Representatives and Alternates elected by 
said colleges to the General Conference; and the Secretary of. 
the General Conference shall make out a roll of members of the 
General Conference from said certified lists, and the General 
Conference shall be organized upon the basis of that roll of 
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cessors of those who sacrificed all for the Chureh with which 
we are connected. Methodists, from the beginning, inscribed 
upon their altars “‘Holiness to the Lord.” Methodists have 
always been distinguished for personal consecration to the 
work of the Lord. Their illustrious founder breathed forth 
his personal desires in ‘instant prayer.” Thousands caught 
the inspiration, and we are the followers of him who so “fol- 
lowed Christ,” as we also breathe these earnest longings. 

We urge upon you especial attendance upon all the services 
of the Church. Our means of grace are peculiar to all who 
bear the name Methodist everywhere. They have been honored — 
_ of God in the past. Let us use them with sincerity and fidelity 
in time to come. We cannot well amend them; we may not 
neglect them, we should not despise them. 

Our own principles challenge our confidence. They come 
down to us commended by the zeal and fidelity of the *“‘ Fathers.” 

Other branches of our common Methodism have given them 
their sanction, should they not then be by us more highly 
prized? We claim what no other Methodism can _ boast, 
“Mutual Rights,” and an itinerant ministry combined. But, 
brethren, these “Rights” are in the Church, not out of it.

Already steps have been taken to supply the place 
of the sainted Miss Guthrie, of whom it has been beautifully 
 gaid: ‘Her spirit passed not through the ‘Golden Gate,’ but 
through the ‘Pearly Gates’ of the New Jerusalem.” The Gen-— 
eral Conference pauses at the grave of the sainted dead, almost 
within the shadows of Allegheny Cemetery, and mournfully 
asks, as we longingly look to heathen lands, what have we 
done, what shall we do to preach the Gospel in the “ regions 
beyond?” We areassured that but one response will be given — 
to the question. We will go forward; and looking through 
our tears catch a glimpse of the on-coming glory. Miss Har- 
riet G. Brittain, is now employed to take the place of the 
lamented deceased. 
As a comparatively young denomination it is fair to assume, 
that we have been subjected to many calls on our resources, ‘ 
from which older Churches are exempt. Older Churches and 
denominations had churches and parsonages. We had none.

We had much to do, and by the Divine blessing, we have done 
much. But much more is to be done. We therefore exhort 
all our people to increased liberality in the support of all our 
general and local interests. Our Colleges—Adrian and West- _ 
ern Maryland—are calling for help, which they now need, to ¢ 
make them self-sustaining, and agencies of good in the educa- __ § 
tion of our children, and such pious youth as may feel them- 
selves called to the office and work of the ministry around our 
altars. Our people, generally poor in the beginnin g, are now 
able to contribute proportionately as other denominations. ; 
We will not suggest comparisons. But the little we have 
done, suggests that in all these interests increased liberality is 
demanded to maintain existing obligations. | 
Shall these only be maintained, and nothing else be attempted. 
To stand still in all which pertains to Christian obligation, and 
_ Christian life, is also to decline. We have hope that the in- 
creased liberality of our people will show that we honor our 
denominational history, and the distinctive principles of our 
ecclesiastical polity, and that we mean to be not unworthy sue- 
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The Committee on Relations of Book Concerns made an 
additional report, which was adopted, as follows: 


Your Committee cannot, in its limited time, audit the ac- 
counts of the two Concerns: They make up an aggregate of 
nearly $200,000, many of the items being for small amounts. 
We have bik before us brethren of high intelligence and 
business knowledge, who thoroughly understand these accounts 
and have examined the whole subject, and from reliable infor- 
mation, we believe that the estimates furnished are fair cash 
values, except the values of good will, in both reports, and we 
believe that were there a present sale of the PRES the good 

will estimates are a fair cash value. 

The publishing Committee of the Methodist Recorder made 
an estimate among its assets of good will and office furniture. 
Your Committee permitted the Committee of the Methodist Pro- 
testant to make similar additions to the accounts of that Concern. 

According to the Report of Recorder and Book Concern at 

Pittsburg, the aggregate value of their property, real and — 
personal, is $18,367.33. _ 
- That of the Methodist Protestant Book Concern, Oa ey no 
real estate, is $7,433.46. The interest on $2,000 of this sum 
is an annual charge on the Methodist Protestant Book Con- 
cern during the life of Mrs. Reese. At her death to be the — 
property of the Concern, without further charge. The values 
aS above stated, we understand to be cash values after all 
debts are paid.

The annual sales have averaged less than fires thousind | 
dollars. The capital and handling of the books were furnished 
at the expense of the Agent, he giving for the privilege, office - 
room, light and fuel for The Methodist Protestant, and paying 
for his own advertising of the copyright, at an estimated 
money value of about three hundred dollars per annum. It 
was part of his contract that after the eross sales exceeded five 
thousand dollars per annum, a royalty of ten per centum was 
_to be allowed the Concern in addition. The contract with him _ — 
will be found among the papers of our Report to the Mary- 
land Conference for March, 1880. It will also be seen from a 
comparative statement of circulation of The Methodist Protes- — 
tant for each year of the six of our management, that begin- | 
ing with a circulation of less than 2800, we have increased, | 
with some fluctuations, to over 3800, printing at the present _ — 
time eight reams and six quires weekly, or 3984, the largest __ 
number since 1861. It will not be forgotten that this result. 
has been reached through six years of unprecedented depres- 
sion in the financial world, during which hundreds of papers 
have been suspended and discontinued. The same fact must 
also account for our limited sales of copyright in the same 
period. The outlook-in this respect has greatly improved, 
particularly should the General Conference promptly issue the 
New Hymnal, imperatively demanded by the needs of the 
Church. New subscriptions to_the official paper have aver- 
aged one hundred per month for : the last half year. We show 
a net oan of some seventy-five since the Ist of March. Shortly 
after we took charge of this interest the brethren of the North 
Carolina Conference, one of the patronizing Conferences of 
The Methodist Protestant under the charter of 1855, established 
“The Central Protestant,” as an organ of their local Confer- 
ence, which has been continued to this time. Its establish- 
ment resulted in a withdrawal of patronage from the official 
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Protestant Church held at Lynchburg in May, 1874, they have 
been managing the interests of the Book Concern and Period- 
ical under instructions as to a plan of operations devised by 
said Convention of Conferences. That plan is set forth in the 


Report of the Convention herewith submitted. Annual reports 


of our operations have been made to the Maryland Annual 
Conference, as required by the charter, as having advisory 
control of the Concern in the interval of the General Confer: 
ence for the years 1875-6-7, which are also herewith submitted. 

In May, 1877, a Union Convention of the Church was held 


with the ““Methodist” Church in the City of Baltimore, whereby : 


the two Churches were formally re-united under the name and 


title of the Methodist Protestant Church. By action of that 
re-united Church in convention assembled, it was agreed that — 
the Book Concerns and Periodicals of the former Churches, 


viz: the Concern and Periodical at Baltimore, Md., and the 
Concern and Periodical at Pittsburg, Pa., should be recog- 
nized as the Official Papers and Concerns of the united 
Chureh, to be conducted under their then existing charters 


and modes of management, until the ensuing General Confer- 


ence of the Methodist Protestant Church, to be held in Pitts- 
burg, Pa., on the 21st of May, 1880. The evidences of this 


arrangement are herewith presented in the Minutes of the - 
Union Convention of 1877. At that Convention the Editor of 


“The Methodist Protestant” announced to the Convention of 
Conferences then present, that the Book Directory was pre- 


pared to report to such a Convention of Conferences, but 


inasmuch as they were not entirely satisfied that it would be 
in accordance with the letter of the charter as to the time of 


meeting of such a convention, it was referred to the represen- 


tatives then present for decision. No call was made, as will — 


be seen from the Minutes of the Union Convention. herewith 


We have accordingly continued to conduct the affairs of the 


Book Concern and Periodical under the plan marked out for 
us, by the Convention of Conferences of 1874. Annual reports — 


have been continued to the Maryland Conference for 1878-9- 
50, all of which are herewith submitted. A synoptical finan- 
cial exhibit is herewith submitted of the condition of the Book 
Concern and Periodical from 1874 down to 1880. A full state- 


ment is also submitted, covering the past fourteen months, or 
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$1560.00 per annum. The printing, pressing and mailing of 


the paper is done by contract, at $60.00 per week; the Sunday 
School Literature being a separate item. The bok depart- 
ment has been under the management of W. J.C. Dulany, 
also elected by you, who has furnished the capital, published 
and handled our copyright, under a contract that obligates 
him to furnish the editor of the official paper, office room, fuel 
and light, with ten per centwm on the gross sales after they 
reach $5000.00 per annum. The arrangement has been satisfac- 
tory, and we believe the only one that would have enabled us 
to weather the financial depression of the past six years. 
The advantages and disadvantages of this plan can be elicited 
at your pleasure. 
— 2nd. A joint stock company plan. ‘To conduct our own book 
publishing with success, we would need an immediately 
available capital of some $5000.00; the details of such plan, 
under various modifications, will occur to you. There is quitea 
strong feeling in favor of this mode, because it is supposed to 
give greater prestige to the publishing interests. If five hun- 


dred persons can be secured who would subscribe $10 each, 


to be paid in subscription to the Church paper, or two hundred 
and fifty who would subscribe $20 on the same plan, the 
means could be secured, and all of them would feel under 
personal obligation to support the Concern, as having so much 
direct interest in it. Something could be done in the way of 


publishing our own copyright with even $3000.00. The whole | 


question hinges upon the best method. Some have the idea 


that more can be made by manufacturing your own goods; 


‘others are equally sure that, as an incorporation, there is loss 
instead of gain. It is believed, that the principle holds Pood; 
the more you multiply the intermediary agents under an 


incorporation, the greater the risks, and the less probability 


of realizing a profit on the manufacture. What succeeds as a 
personal enterprise, fails as a trusteeship under the same 
general circumstances. 
The Maryland Annual Conference, in its report upon the 
publishing interests, has made certain recommendations. 
Several prominent brethren of the West suggested, in crude 
outline, to its Committee on Literature, a plan for having all 
the publishing interests under one general Board of P ublica- 
tion, with two publishing houses and two official papers as 


how. We have taken this into consideration, and agree as to 
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paper to the extent of five hundred subscribers. The loss has 


been severely felt. 


Two vears ago, a new enterprise was inaugurated in the 
establishment of ‘‘The Bible School,” an Intern ational Lesson 


Leaf and Sabbath School Paper combined, this has since been 
supplemented with the Monthly Journal and Weekly Leaf, 


we found this department unoccupied by us.

Abandon or modify, as may be required, the existing char- 
ters or incorporations of both the Concerns at Baltimore 
and Pittsburg, and secure new incorporations for each. For 
the directorship of each let there be named by the General 
Conference three laymen, to be selected as may be determined, 
and two ministers. Let the editor and publisher of each be 
ex officio members of the directory, but without the privilege 


of voting. These five directors, with the advisory presence 


of the editor and publisher in each case, shall be the body 


corporate, and shall conduct the local business as:an indepen- 


dent enterprise, responsible for its own debts, and fixing its 
own expenditures. The paper at Pittsburg shall be recognized 
as an Official Journal, as also the paper at Baltimore, both 
incorporations having the privilege of publishing all copyright 
of the general Church, and such other matter as they may 


deem expedient, under their respective incorporations. The 


five directors at Baltimore and the five at Pittsburg, with the 
editors and publishers of the official papers and copyright, at 
each place, shall constitute “The Board of Publication.” The 
ten directors alone shall be voting members in this relation; 
also, the General Conference shall invest them with authority 
to decide what works shall bear the imprint of the denomina- 
tion, set the price of our copyright, and that of the official 
papers, SO as to preserve uniformity of rates in these publica- 
tions; and such other restrictive regulations as may be found 


advisable from time to time, provided that no attempt shall be 


made to destroy or weaken the authority of either Book Con- 


cern and Official Paper, and the equal privileges of each. It | 


shall require a two-thirds vote of the directors to determine any 


question as to prices of copyright and the official journals, 
and wha 


t works shall bear the imprint of the denomination. 


An annual meeting of the Board of Publication shall be held, 
alternating at Baltimore and Pittsburg, to whom full reports 
of the work and financial condition of the Concerns shall be 
made by the directors of each, and a synopsis of which shall be 
furnished the Presidents of all the Annual Conferences, Or 
published in the official papers, at the discretion of the Board 
of Publication. Special meetings of the Board of Publication

This large amount to account P. and L. arises from the trans- 
fer of numerous individual accounts, (aggregating $155.80,) — 
from face of Ledger, which accounts have been due since 1874, — 
and which have been regarded as “Assets;” but not being 
collectable, have been charged to Loss and Gain. They are 
not to be considered as the result of loss on Periodical since — 
above date, but as a shrinkage of the assumed Capital on that. 


Note *2. Bible School Balance, $152.85, Inventory Merchandise. 


This item arises from regular close of this account, as in case 
of Methodist Protestant bringing down amount of subseription 
due us, regarding same as an asset, and transferring balance 


to account P. and L., showing a gain of $204.97. . For obvious 
reasons this account is kept distinct from account of Methodist

For particulars reference is made to a printed statement marked 
A. We have also made a careful calculation of the present 
value of the property of the Board, which for particulars we 
also refer you to the same statement, which shows a balance in 
our favor of $18,367.33. : 

This without explanation would seem to show a large 
decrease in the value of our assets from a report made by the 
agent to the Conference held at Princeton, Illinois, in ‘May, 
1875, but by reference to a statement we append, marked B, it 
will be seen that the actual value of our property is more than 
it was at that time by $1717.81. It was thought best to make 
these large deductions for the purpose of showing the actual 
cash value of the concern, that those coming after us may have 
no cause to complain of flotitious values. 

_ It is known to most of the Conference that in 1878 we put up a 

new building; this cost us $2071.64, besides a considerable loss 
in rents while the building was being constructed. This how- - 
ever has given us a revenue from rents that more than pays 
the interest on our mortgage of $8000,-which we owe on pur- 
chases of property. This income will in time be sufficient, if 
placed in a sinking fund, to extinguish the whole debt. It will 
thus be seen that we ert real estate alone at the low price of 
property to-day, worth at least $20,000, that in time will free — 
itself from all incumbrance. 

It will be noticed that our circulation is cinalasnalis dimin- 
ished since our last report. This is to be lamented, while it is 
partly owing to the fact that we had to cut off a good many 
subscribers who did not pay, and partly owing to the ‘hard 
times,” (the latter is the excuse made,) still there ought to be 
a larger subscription list. Our publications ought to be more 
largely read than they are. 

The Board congratulate the Conference that in the face of 
diminished circulation, in all these years of hard times we have 
a little more than held our own. That while older and 
wealthier denominations are calling for “subsidies” to sus- 
tain their papers, our financial condition is better than it was 
in 1875 when this Board was formed, and now, when everything 
indicates more prosperous times, we have a right to expect a 
more liberal wopport for our publications.

The plates are in good condition, and the sermons of this creat 
good man are of unsurpassed excellence. When this book 
was brought out, about 25 years ago, 6000 copies were sold in 
a short time. We have brought out an edition of 500 copies, 
and have the book on sale. 

In accordance with instructions from our last Genera] Con- 
ference, we have brought out a Church Register of 200 copies, 
a publication the need of which has long been felt. 

Since the Union Convention held in the City of Baltimore, 
in May, 1877, an additional building to our Book Room prop- 
erty has eke erected at a cost of $2071.64, the principal part 
of which was contributed by the ministers and members of the 
Church as their thank-offering to God for the union of the 
Methodist and the Methodist Protestant Churches. The erec- 
tion of this building enables us to let seven rooms, the rental 
of which amounts to $764.40, besides giving us a room for our 
editor, a mailing room and a large well lighted room for our 
printers.
